WHEREAS, the Student Government Association has recently revised all governing documents in order 
to better conduct business and serve the Student Body; and 

WHEREAS, the governing documents are in need of adjustments based on the needs of the association 
and review over the past academic year; and 

WHEREAS, the Student Government Association wishes to conduct its business in the most efficient 
manner possible; 

THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED THAT, the following sections of the Constitution, Bylaws, and 
Election Code be revised to better serve the needs of the Student Body: 

THE CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE V 

THE PRESIDENT’S CABINET 
SECTION I-MAKE UP 

All executive officers and each Department Commissioner shall serve as members of the President’s Cabinet 
along with an SGA Secretary who shall be appointed by the President with approval of a majority vote of the 

Senate. 

SECTION 3- SGA SECRETARY 
The duties of the SGA Secretary shall be as follows: 

1. To record the minutes of all general meetings of the Senate, Cabinet, Election Board, Supreme 
Court, Organizational Relief Fund Committee, and Student Media Board, and any other meeting 
that the SGA President requests. 

2. To call roll at all Senate meetings and inform the Speaker if quorum is present. 

3. To call roll during a roll-call-vote. 

4. To assist in maintaining the records of the SGA. 

5. To reserve all rooms and spaces as needed for the SGA. 

6. To perform any other pertinent duties not specifically mentioned herein. 

SECTION 4- SGA SECRETARY TERMS OF OFFICE 

The terms of office for the Chief of Staff and SGA Secretary shall be concurrent with that of the SGA President. 



SECTION 5- SGA SECRETARY QUALIFICA TIONS 

The SGA Secretary must be a full-time student in good standing with the University and have a cumulative grade 
point average of at least a 2.5 and a semester grade point average of at least a 2.0. 

The SGA Secretary may be any qualified student chosen by the SGA President and need not have previous 

experience on the Student Government Association. 

SECTION 2-CABINET 

The President's Cabinet shall assist the SGA President in all executive decisions, in representing the Student Body 
of Northwestern State University, and any duties assigned within the scope of this Constitution and its Bylaws. 

SECTION 3- MEETINGS 

The Cabinet shall meet at least twice a month. The SGA President shall establish this time.

ARTICLE I

SECTION 4-ORGANIZA TION 

6. Chairmen may be removed from their position and replaced by the Department Commissioner with permission 

of the President for failure to perform their assigned duties. 

ARTICLE IV 
FISCAL AFFAIRS 

SECTION 7 SCHOLARSHIPS 
A. The scholarships for SGA positions shall be as follows: 

1. President shall receive a tuition waver and a $3,000 scholarship 

2. Vice-President shall receive a tuition waver and a $2,500 scholarship 

3. Treasurer shall receive a tuition waver and a $1,500 scholarship 

4. Speaker of the Senate shall receive a tuition waver and a $1,000 scholarship 

5. Secretary shall receive a $1,000 scholarship 

6. All other Commissioners shall receive a $750 scholarship 

B. The scholarships shall be awarded for the fall and spring semesters to each officer. 


ELECTION CODE 
ARTICLE III 
QUALIFICATIONS 

SECTION 1-STUDENT GOVERNMENT ASSOCIA TION 
A. The President and Vice-President must have served on the SGA for at least two (2) semesters (i.e. if running in 
a spring election, must have been elected or appointed the previous spring), earned at least forty-five (45) credit 
hours, have a cumulative grade point average of at least a 2.5 and a semester grade point average of at least a 
2.0, and be a student in good standing in order to file to run for office. The President and Vice-President must run 



on a joint ticket. The ticket receiving the majority of votes cast in the election for this position shall be elected to 

serve one term. 

D. The Treasurer must have served on SGA for at least two (2) semesters (i.e. if running in a spring election, must 
have been elected or appointed the previous spring),, earned at least thirty (30) credit hours, have a cumulative 
grade point average of at least a 2.5 and a semester grade point average of at least a 2.0, and be a student in 
good standing in order to jile to run for office. The candidate receiving the majority of votes cast in the election 

for this position shall be elected to serve one term. 

SECTION 3-HOMECOMING HONOR COURT 

B. All candidates for the Homecoming Honor Court must receive a minimum of four (4) nominations from four 
(4) separate Recognized Student Organizations, be classified as a junior or senior in good standing, and have a 

cumulative grade point average of at least a 2.75 to be placed on the ballot. Students may not serve on 
Homecoming Honor court if they previously served as King or Queen. 

SECTION 4-MR. AND MISS NORTHWESTERN STATE UNIVERSITY 
A. All nominees for Mr. and Miss Northwestern State University must receive a minimum of five (5) nominations 
from five (5) separate Recognized Student Organizations, be classified as a senior in good standing as outlined in 
the University Catalog, and have a cumulative grade point average of at least a 3.0 in order to be reviewed by the 
Mr. and Miss Northwestern State University Selection Committee. Recognized Student Organizations may 
nominate one (1) male student for Mr. NSU and one (1) female student for Miss NSU. 

B. The Mr. and Miss Northwestern State University Selection Committee shall be comprised of the following: 

i. The Dean of Students, who shall serve as chair 
ii. A Vice President of the University, appointed by the University President 
Hi. A staff member, appointed by the Dean of Students 

iv. Two Faculty members, appointed by the Faculty Senate President 

v. A member of the Student Government Association, appointed by the SGA President 

vi. A member of the Student Activities Board, appointed by the SAB President 

vii. A student, appointed by the SGA President 

viii. The Mayor of Natchitoches, or designee 

Quorum for the committee shall be set at 5 members. No member of the Election Board or those nominated or 
running for any position appearing in the election may serve on the committee. 

C. The committee shall meet with those students who have received the required nominations to be interviewed. 
The committee shall evaluate each nominee on the basis of character, involvement, professionalism, and school 
spirit. The committee shall determine the questions and the length of the interview. Each member present shall 
score the nominee on a scale of 1-10. Those two male students and those two female students with the highest 

average scores shall be placed on the ballot. The Dean of Students shall break any tie between students. 
Decisions of the committee are final and may not be appealed. 

D. The male student receiving the majority votes cast in the election for this position shall be declared Mr. NSU. 

E. The female student receiving the majority votes cast in the election for this position shall be declared Miss 
NSU. 



F. In the event of a tie for most votes, those students shall be placed in a runoff election until a majority of votes is 
received by a nominee. 


ARTICLE VI 
ELECTIONS 

SECTION 3-CAMPAIGNING 

C. There shall be no campaigning on the part of nominees for Homecoming Honor Court and Mr. and Miss 
Northwestern State University including the posting of the election link. The Election Board may choose to create 
a graphic depicting those who were nominated, if so, the nominees may share this, and only this graphic in 

regards to the election. 

SECTION 8-ELECTION RESULTS 

A. Election Results shall be announced once they have been verified by the Election Board.

WHEREAS, there have been many changes to the academic programs at Northwestern State 
University as well as concerns for the escalating cost of scholarships in student media; and 

WHEREAS, such changes and concerns necessitate amendments to the Media Board Guidelines; 
and 

WHEREAS, there are some provisions that allow the Student Government Association 
questionable control over student media that may lead to attempts to censor free speech; 

THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED THAT, the Media Board Guidelines be amended as 
follows: 


MEDIA BOARD GUIDELINES 

SECTION 1- PURPOSE AND AUTHORITY OF MEDIA BOARD 

A. The Media Board of Northwestern State University shall serve as the advisory/selection committee for all 
Student Media. It shall in no way act as a censoring agent, unless otherwise specified in this document. 

SECTION 2- MEDIA BOARD MEMBERSHIP 

Members of the Media Board will consist of the following people: 

1. Chairman 

a. Vice-President of External Affairs or designee. 

b. Votes only to break a tie 

2. Vice Chairman 

a. SGA President 

3. Six General Members: 

a. Designee of the University President, 

b. Student member of the University Student Self Assessed Fee Review Committee 

i. If the SGA President is also a member of the SSAF Review Committee, a designee will be 

appointed by the SSAF Review Committee to serve as the student member of the Media 
Board 

c. Faculty advisor or designee of the Current Sauce 

d. Faculty advisor or designee of the Potpourri 

e. Faculty advisor or designee of the Argus 

f. Faculty advisor or designee of KNWD 

If any advisor is assigned to multiple media he/she will be a media board member representing only one of their 
media. He/she will appoint a designee for each additional medium. 

SECTION 3- POWERS AND DUTIES 

The powers of the Media Board shall be as follows: 

/. To recommend the advisor of each publication and the radio station to the Department Head of 
Language and Communication 

2. To select all Editors-in-Chiefs and managers of student publications and the radio station according to 
the guidelines mentioned herein. 

3. To provide a forum for issues related to policies concerning student media. 
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4. To make suitable recommendations to University Administration and/or the Student Government 

Association. 

SECTION 4- STUDENT MEDIA 

A. The official Student Media of Northwestern State University shall be as follows: 

1. The official Student Newspaper shall be The Current Sauce 

2. The official Student Yearbook shall be The Potpourri 

3. The official Student Literary Magazine shall be The Argus 

4. The official Student Radio Station shall be KNWD-FM 

B. The Student Media will receive their funding as a Student Self-Assessed Fee through the Student Government 

Association. 

C. Responsibilities of the Editors-in-Chief and the General Managers 

1. The Editors-in-Chief and the General Manager will be responsible for maintaining publications, and 
broadcast, respectively, of the best quality in all possible outlets. 

2. Editors-in Chief and the General Manager wilt be responsible to adhering to the guidelines set in these 
Media Board Guidelines. 

SECTION 5- QUALIFICA TIONS 

A. An applicant for position of Editor-in-Chief or General Manager of any Student Media in section four 
must: 

1. Be a full-time undergraduate student at Northwestern State University at the time of application, 
and be enrolled as a full-time undergraduate throughout the student's term. 

2. Have a 2.5 cumulative GPA at the time of application and earn a 2.0 GPA each semester during 
his or her term. 

3. Be in good academic and disciplinary standing with the University at the time of application and 
maintain that standing throughout the student’s term. 

4. Have completed at least 45 credit hours as determined by the Office of the Registrar. 

5. Not serve, at the same time of the student's term as Editor-in-Chief or General Manager, in any 
other position at this University that receives a scholarship from Student Association Fees. 

6. File a list of names at the time of application of the proposed Business Manager and other most 
important staff members. (The Media Board shall determine whether or not each candidate is 
qualified to serve in the position in which he or she has been appointed.) 

7. Not serve on the Executive Board of the Student Government Association while acting as Editor- 
in-Chief or General Manager. 

B. The applicant for position of Current Sauce Editor-in-Chief must meet the following requirements: 

1. Applicant must have served on the Current Sauce staff at least one semester prior to selection. 

2. Applicant must have completed Communication 2510 (Writing for Mass Media) and 
Communication 3080 (Editing) before the applicants term as editor. The applicant must have also 
taken Communication 3050 (Communications Law) or enroll in and pass the course during the 
Fall semester of the applicant’s term with a grade of “C" or better. The applicant is subject to 
removal if the applicant drops or earns less than a grade of "C" in the course during the term of 
service. Permission may be obtained to apply from the Department Head of Language and 
Communication if any of these requirements have not been met. 

The applicant for position of Potpourri Editor-in-Chief must meet the following requirements: 

1. Applicant must have served on the Potpourri staff at least one semester prior to selection. 

2. Applicant must have completed Communication 2510 (Writing for Mass Media) and 
Communication 3080 (Editing) before the applicants term as editor. The applicant must have also 
taken Communication 3050 (Communications Law) or enroll in and pass the course during the 
Fall semester of the applicant’s term with a grade of “C" or better. The applicant is subject to 
removal if the applicant drops or earns less than a grade of “C" in the course during the term of 
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service. Permission may be obtained to apply from the Department Head of Language and 
Communication if any of these requirements have not been met. 

C. The applicant for position of Argus Editor-in-Chief must meet the following requirements: 

1. Applicant must have served on Argus staff at least one semester prior to selection. 

2. Applicant must have completed at least six hours in English courses with a 3.0 cumulative GPA, as 
determined by the Registrar. 

D. The applicant for position of KNWD-FM General Manager must meet the following requirements: 

1. Applicant must have served on KNWD staff at least one semester prior to selection. 

2. Applicant must have completed Mass Communications Practicum 1980, in the radio area, as 
determined by the Registrar. 

E. An Editor-in-Chief or General Manager will be removed from office if the student fails to meet the 
requirements set by the Media Board Guidelines or the University. 

F. If the Senate rejects a recommendation, from the Media Board, for Editor-in-Chief or General Manager, 
the Media Board may recommend to the Senate the individual who best fulfills the qualifications. 

SECTION 6-MEDIA BOARD MEETINGS 

A. The procedures of the Media Board shall be in accordance with the most recent edition of Robert's Rules of 
Order. 

B. The Secretary of the SGA or the Secretary’s designee will attend each Media Board meeting to take 
minutes. A copy of these minutes must be submitted to the Senate and the Media Board members 
electronically. 

C. The Media Board will hold meetings when deemed necessary by the Chairman with at least one week 
notice. 

D. A quorum (six members) of Media Board members must be present at each meeting. 

E. Media Board meetings will comply with the State of Louisiana’s open meeting laws. 

SECTION 7- SCHOLARSHIPS 

A. The Potpourri Editor-in-Chief, the Current Sauce Editor-in-Chief, the KNWD-FM General Manager, and 
the Argus Editor shall receive a scholarship not to exceed the cost of up to 12 hours of tuition plus a $2,500 
stipend each fall and spring. 

B. The Potpourri shall receive no more than $34,000 in scholarships annually including the scholarship of the 
Editor-in-Chief. 

C. The Current Sauce shall receive no more than $34,000 in scholarships annually, including that of the 
Editor-in-Chief. 

D. KNWD-FM shall receive no more than $34,000 annually including that of the General Manager. 

E. The Argus shall receive no more than $8,000 annually including that of the Editor. 

F. No individual student staff member of Current Sauce, Potpourri, or KNWD-FM can receive more or equal 
funding than that of the General Managers or Editors-in-Chiefs in their respective department. 

G. The student media advisor for each department must approve the staff scholarship amounts each semester. 

I j If for any reason an editor or manager is unable to complete his or his term, the scholarship recipient will 

refund the scholarship for said semester that the position is vacated if so specified by a two-thirds vote of 
the Student Government Association Senate. 

SECTION 8-BUDGETS 

A. The Editor, in conjunction with the student publication advisor, shall submit an expense report/budget to 
Fiscal Affairs at the beginning of each semester when said budget will take effect. 

B. The Media Board shall work with the Student Government Association and/or the Department of Fiscal 
Affairs when any student media budget is being reviewed or questioned. 
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SEC TION 9- CENSORSHIP 

A. No individual, except the Editor-in-Chief of the publication or the General Manager of the radio station, 
shall be allowed to censor any student media, as long as each publication or broadcast adheres to all 
Federal laws and regulations that govern such media. 

SECTION 10- TERMS OF OFFICE 

A. The selected Editors-in-Chief and General Manager of the radio station shall serve a term of one (1) year 
from the time they are selected until the date of Spring graduation. 

SECTION II- AMENDMENTS 

A. These guidelines shall be amended in the same manner as the Student Government Association Bylaws as 
outlined in the Student Government Association Constitution.

WHEREAS, the current guidelines for the use of the Club Sports Fee is cumbersome and requires 
multiple steps for the funds to be used; and 

WHEREAS, the Student Government Association desires to ensure that the Club Sports Fee is spent 
effectively and that Club Sports may more easily apply for funding; 

THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED THAT, the Student Government Association revise the existing 
Club Sports Fee Guidelines to better serve the needs of our students and make the process of applying 
for funding easier for those organizations seeking assistance: 

CLUB SPORTS FEE GUIDELINES 


SECTION I- PURPOSE 

A. The purpose of these guidelines is to govern the use of the student self-assessed Club Sports Fee and to 
establish the Club Sports Committee to oversee and approve all expenditures of the fee. 

SECTION 2- DEFINITION 

A. A Club Sport shall be defined as any recognized student organization that has been classified by the Office of 
Student Activities and Organizations as a club sport. The definition and criteria shall be placed in the Recognized 
Student Organization Manual. 

SECTION 3- ELIGIBILITY & FUNDING 

A. Only those recognized student organizations that are classified as Club Sports and are in good standing are 
eligible to receive funding from the Club Sports Fee. 

B. Club Sports may only request funding for equipment and travel. 

C. Equipment requests may not include uniforms or any other clothing items not related to safety and designed 
to be used or reused by multiple people. 

D. Travel must be for competitions against other institutions. 

E. Club Sports may request up to 100% offunding for equipment and 75% of travel, lodging, and entry fees 
associated with competing. 

F. The NSU Wellness & Recreation Department may also submit proposals for funding from the fee provided the 
project enhances wellness and recreation campus-wide or collectively benefits Club Sports. 

G. No expenditures may take place without the approval of the Club Sports Fee Committee. 

SECTION 4- CLUB SPORTS COMMITTEE 

A. The Club Sports Committee shall be comprised of the following members:

WHEREAS, the Student Government Association seeks to develop leadership skills among 
members of the Student Body; and 

WHEREAS, the SGA is able to provide speakers for the benefit of the Student Body and 
surrounding community; and 

WHEREAS, the SGA has partnered with the Department of First Year Experience and 
Leadership Development to provide leadership opportunities and training to the students of 
Northwestern State University; and 

WF1EREAS, this training would not only benefit attendees during their tenure at NSU but in their 
careers and lives after graduation; and 

WHEREAS, many of our students do not possess the resources necessary to travel to a 
conference to receive this training; 

THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED, that the SGA allocate $15,450 from the SGA Speaker 
Budget to invite Kim Novak, Mari Ann Callais, and Phired Up to the NSU campus to provide 
training on leadership development, risk management, social excellence, recruitment, self- 
governance, and other related topics for the development of the Student Body at Northwestern 
State University. 

THEREFORE LET IT BE FURTHER RESOLVED, that the SGA allocate up to $2,500 for any 
necessary supplies to carry out the leadership conference to host the speakers.

Whereas, 18 members of AED (17 students plus advisor) and a dentist will work with dentists 
and dental hygienists from the University of Mississippi College of Dentistry to provide 
critically important, preventative dental treatments, with life-long benefits, to 3000 Belizean 
primary school students, and; 

Whereas, this volunteer mission experience will accord NSU students a tremendous advantage 
regarding their admission-potential for medical professional schools, and; 

Whereas, the AED chapter received partial support from the NSU Student Government 
Association Organizational Relief Fund to help defray student travel expenses and; 

Whereas, the Organizational Relief Fund guidelines allow assistance only for direct travel 
expenses and; 

Whereas, the Alpha Epsilon Delta mission project will require dental and medical supplies 
amounting to approximately $1100.00: 

Fluoride tooth varnishes: $1000 for 1000 treatments. Additional 2000 treatments ($2000) 
funded by the Mississippi team members. 

Nitrile examination gloves: $200 for 20 boxes of 100 gloves. Team members must wear gloves 
when administering fluoride treatments because team members’ hands are partially in patients’ 
mouths, and; 

Whereas, the NSU Student Government Association has allotted funds for Organization Grants 
to Registered Student Organizations for special service projects; 

Therefore let it be resolved that the NSU Student Government Association shall provide 
$1000.00 from the Organizational Grants fund to purchase dental and medical supplies for the 
work of Alpha Epsilon Delta in Belize.

1. Club Sports Chairman, who shall be appointed in the manner described in the SGA Bylaws. 

2. The SGA Treasurer or their designee. 

3. Two students appointed by the SGA President. 

4. Two faculty or staff members appointed by the SGA President. 

5. A member of a Club Sport appointed by the Director of Club Sports. 

6. The Director of Club Sports who shall serve as a non-voting member. 

B. Quorum shall be set at 5 members. 

C. Decisions of the committee shall be determined by a majority vote. 

D. Meetings shall be held monthly. Dates and times of the meetings as well as funding application deadlines shall 
be established by the Club Sports Chairman and Director of Club Sports. 

E. The Club Sports Committee may approve applications, deny applications, or reduce or increase requested 
funding amounts. 

SECTION5- GUIDELINES 

A. Equipment purchased through the Club Sports Fee shall be stored at the Wellness, Recreation, and Activity 
Center unless permission is granted by the Director of Club Sports. 

B. Any damaged or lost equipment will be replaced by the Club Sport receiving funds. 

C. The Department of Wellness & Recreation may recommend additional guidelines for the use of equipment and 
any additional forms or policies necessary for the successful implementation of the Club Sports Fee to the Club 
Sports Committee. 

D. The SGA Treasurer shall report all expenditures of the Club Sports Fee to the Student Senate at least once per 
month to ensure that all expenditures are in compliance with the Club Sports Fee Guidelines. 

SECTION 6- AMENDMENTS 

A. Amendments may be made to these guidelines in the manner prescribed in the SGA Constitution and Bylaws.
